1. The age recorded at this census was the nearest age and not the number of years 
completed as at the last census. The numbers recorded were 'first grouped Into ternary and 
septenary groups and then redistributed in the ordinary quinary groups as suggested by the 
Actuary to the Government of India. This redistribution was first effected for the taluks 'and 
the smoothed figures were then consolidated for the Divisions and the State. 

2. Divorced persons have been entered as “Widowed. 7 ’ Persons recognised by custom as 
married have been shown as such even though they have not gone through any formal 
ceremony. 

3. The table is divided into two parts. Part I contains the statistics for the total popula- 
tion of the State and for each religion. Part II deals with the Administrative and Natural 
Divisions and contains the statistics for the total population and for the Hindu (Including 
the Arya and the Brahmo), Christian. Muslim, Tribal Religions, and ‘Others,’ under which 
are included the Jew, the Buddhist, the Jain, the Zoroastrian, the Sikh, and miscellaneous 
religion. 

4. In Part I totals are given for each year up to five years of age, thereafter the ages are 
grouped into quinary groups up to 70, and the remaining ages are shown under the group 
‘70 and over*. In Part II figures are given for each year up to five years of age, the subsequent 
ages are grouped into quinary groups up to 20, and thereafter into decennial groups rup to 60 
and the remaining ages are ail inokufedi m: the, group ‘60 and over .

2. Table XVII of 1921 which corresponds to this table showed the total number of workers 
and dependants, the total workers as well as partially agriculturists, and the total number 
of dependants. The classification has been altered in the present table into total following 
occupation, earners following an occupation as principal occupation, working dependants, and 
earners following an occupation as subsidiary to some other occupation. There is no separate 
column showing the non-working dependants. The total of these has been obtained by 
deducting from the total population the total earners and working dependants, and these figures 
are entered at the head of the table. 

3. The table is divided into four parts. Part I contains a general summary giving the total 
strength of each class, sub -class, order, and group for the State as a whole. Part II gives for 
each administrative division and Part III for each natural division the total strength of each 
class, sub-class, order, and group. Part IV shows the distribution of different classes and 
sub-classes by religion. This part takes the place of Table XX of 1921 census. The corres- 
ponding table prescribed for the present census has been ordered to be abandoned by the 
Government of India, but it has been compiled in a modified form for this State and included 
as Part IV of this table.
